Change Policy 
On Insurance 


A change in the requirements for 
participation in the town em- 
ployees’ group insurance has been 
voted by the Selectmen. 

The new rule retains the pro- 
vision that any person must be 
employed for 20 hours a week or 
more, to be eligible for the insur- 
ance on a split-cost basis. 

But if any part time employee 
wishes to carry the insurance at 
his own expense, the Selectmen 
decided to Ae him to do so.
